auguration of a campaign for its en- 
actment by various legislatures and city 
governments. The law wil! have for its 
purpose the elimination of low saloons; 
the removal of the saloon rrom politics; 
by placing the proprietors out of the! 
reach of ‘“bosses,’’ and the restriction 
of the number of saloons to conform to 
a certain standard of population. The 
delegates included legtislators.- brewérs, 
distillers, state and city officials and 
publicists. 

The morning session was devoted 
mainly to welcoming addresses and an 
explanation of the proposed model law. 

Preacher Talks of Prohibition, 


At the afternoon session Rev. William 
J. Wasson, of Riverhead, L. I, was 
introduced by President Gilmore. The 
Rev. Wasson began by saying that it 
is high time for the church people who 
are not extremists to take a hand and 
settle the liquor question on a rational 
| basis. He said that he believed this 
to be a step in the right direction, and 


denominations would: be wise enough 
and foresighted enough to see the ques- 
tion in the Same light. 

“The church can no longer afford to 
have its’ name exploited in the manner 
in which .it is being used by the pro- 
hibitionists,”’ safd the Rev. Wasson. 

“The church cannot acquiesce in the 
prohibitionist sentiment that a man 
cannot be a good Christian and handle 
or drink liquor. The church and the 
prohibitionist are as far apart as the 
poles.”’ 

The Rev. Wasson sald that the ques- 
tion of drinking in .moderation is one 
of individual conscience. 


Prohibitionists Attacked. 


He declared: that the, prohibitionists 
are puritanical, and that the puritan is 
a “manufacturer and wholesale dealer 
in artificial sin.”’

Tokio, January 2!.—Viscount Hayash!}, 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs 
in an interview today, made a state- 
ment concerning the emigration ques- 
tion which may be considered as an 
official declaration of the attitude of 
the government, it having been prepared 
for publication in Japan, anticipating 
a similar statement in the diet. 

' Statement by Hayashi.’ 


Minister Hayashi said: 

“The government of Japan is deter- 
mined to investigate the personal stand- 
ing of those that go to America as stu- 
dents, requiring two sureties before 
they leave. The government realizes 
that the emigration of laborers pretenc- 
ing to be students is liable to be em- 
barrassing to America, and therefore 
we are determined to prevent the em- 
igration of laborers. 

‘While the proposed restrictiong may 
be embarrassing to real students, all 
legal restrictions will be made alike be- 
cause one dishonest person may embar- 
rass many who are honest. 

“Although the negotiations with 
America have! not yet been concluded, 
I may make the definite statement as 
minister of foreign affairs that the ru- 
mors which have been circulated to the 
efect that any question is pending be- 
tween America and Japan fs a fabrica- 
tion, originating in a certain section of 
the United States. 
Japanese Emigration 

hibited. 


“Should emigration to Jiawaii not be 
preventea entirely the minister of for- 
eign affairs will not hesitate to entirely 
prohibit Japanese emigration to those 
sections. The foreign office intends to 
prohibit emigration to Mexico. Those 
who desire to send emigrants to Mex- 
ico will be regarded as assisting emi- 
grants to enter the United States 
through the frontier, and therefore will 
be treated as lawbreakers. 

“Resolutions condemning the govern- 
ment’s attitude are unfair, because we 
have adopted a definite policy, and any 
agitation on our part will Intensify 
suspicion in the United States and re- 
6éult to our disadvantage. The consid- 
eration of commercial interests would 
justify our policy in regard to foreign 
relations. Its misconception by politi- 
cians is disadvantageous to our state. 
Our present policy is fully justifieg 
from the standpoint of the funda- 
mental principle of international re- 
latione.”’

CARY TO TELEPHONE MEN, 


Macon Man Addresses the Independ- 
ent Association, 

Chicago, January 2!1.—Practically 
every state in the union and several 
Canadian provinces were represented at 
the opening session in Chicago today of 
the convention of the International In- 
dependent Telephone Association. More 
than 1,100 delegates and members were 
present, besides a large number of man- 
ufacturers and dealers, 

The question’ of having telephones de- 
clared to be common carriers, advocated 
by certain telephone interests, but op- 
posed by the independent companies, is 
to come up for discussion. Another 
matter that will claim attention is a 
proposed assessment of two mills on 
each “operating unit’ or “‘lamp,’’ which 
would amount to an income for the 
companies, it is said, of $60,000 a year. 

President Theo Cary, of Macon, Ga., 
in his. annual address, said that the in- 
dependent companies were*able to give 
service at lower rates for the reason 
that the system being owned locally, it

SALARIES CUT 
BY SOUTHERN 


Large Sum Will Be Saved by 
the Ten Per Cent Re- 
duction, 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C.,, January 2!1.— 
(Special.)\—No estimates will be given 
out by the Southern railway office in 
Washington as to the amount that will 
be saved to the company by the recent 
reduction of 10 per cent in the salaries 
of the executive officers of the road 
and their clerical forces. 

It may be stated, however, that the 
Saving on the salaries of the general 
Officers alone will bp nearly $20,000. 
This sum probably represents only about 
one-tenth of what will be cut off from 
other salaries all down the line. The 
effect of the retrenchment will be felt 
from Washington to Greenville, Miss., 
and from Memphis to Jacksonville, Fla. 

The boys in the shop have already 
“got theirs," and the diplomacy which 
has characterized this latest move by 
which the president and his staff have 
their own salaries lopped off, may pre- 
pare the clerical force of the road for 
what is to come and stop their mur- 
murings after it hag come. | 

The reduction in the salary of Presi- 
dent W. W. Finley amounts to $4,000 a 
year. He is now receiving $40,000 per 
annum, but after February ! he will 
have his pay envelope docked 10 per 
cent each month just to keep the boys 
company. 

The salaries of the other leading of? 
ficials will be treated accordingly, It 
is not possible to say in every case 
what these officials are now receiving, 
for their salary from the Southern rail- 
road is, in some instances, supplement- 
ed by a salary received as president 
or other officer of some of the sub- 
Sidiary roads which the Southern con- 
trols. 

It is not possible to secure the sched- 
ule of salaries at present in force, but 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 1906, 
when the late Samuel B. Spencer was 
president of the road, and W. W. Fin- 
ley was second vice president, the fol- 
lowing salaries were paid: 

President. $40,000; first vice presi- 
dent, $11,000; second 
$35,000; third vice president, $15,000; 
fourth vice president, $20,000; assistant 
to the president, $10,000; secretary, $3,- 
000; treasurer, $7,500; general counsel 
at New York, $5,000: genegal counsel 
im Washington, $18,000 (now $25,000); 
general counsel at Louisville, $10,000; 
general solicitor, $9,000; comptroller, 
$8,000; auditor, $3,600; assistant audi- 
tor, $3,000; general manager, $12,000; 
assistant general manager, $6,000; gen- 
eral superintendent, $9,000; general su- 
perintendent at St. Louis, $3,900.

CHANCE SOUGHT ISPEER’S VIEWS 


IN RAIL RATE LAW 


Legislature in North Carolina 
in Special Session, 


He Recommends That Legislature 
Settle Rate Fight on the Terms 
Recently Agreed Upon in 
Georgia — Conductors 
Waat 3 Cents. 


Raleigh, N. C., January 21.—The legis- 
lature of North Carolina convened in 
special session teday, having been 
called by Governor Glenn to make a 
change in the railroad rate law fixing 
the rate of fare at 2 1-4 cents a mile. 

Recommendations of Governor. 

Governor Glenn, in his message, rec- 
ommended that the terms he had offered 
to the railroads be accepted. These pro- 
for a 2 |-2-cent flat rate, 2,000- 
mile books for five members of firms 
and 1,000-mile books for individuals at 
2 cents, good intrastate and interstate, 
and interchangeable among the ralil- 
roads, 500-mile books for families at 
2 1-4 cents, intrastate. Parties boarding 
trains without tickets, if able to pur- 
chase them, are to pay 15 cents extra. 

If other than railroad rate legislation 
is taken up he recommenés the elec- 
tion or two more superior court judges 
with districts of one county each so as 
to fill the courts when judges are sick, 
and that a prohibition bill be passed. 
He also recommends that in freight 
rates a larger rate be allowed ;inde- 
pendent roads in the state with a mile- 
age of one hundred miles or less.

WHILE HE WAS IN ALABAMA

Peculiar Case of Saloon Keeper of 
Girard, Ala., Found Gualilty 
in Columbus Court. 


Ga., January 12.—(Special.) 
A. H. Cogbill, a former saloon ‘keeper 
of Girard, Ala., was convicted in’ Mus- 
cogee superior court today of selling 
whisky without license and selling it 
on election day, and was fined $50 in 
each case. 

The unijue feature of the case 1s that 
he was on Alabama soil at the time he 
violated the Georgia law. On city elec- 
tion day tn Columbus, in December, 
Cogbill, while in his saloon in Alabama, 
received a telephone order for whisky 
from a man in Columbus. He filled the 
order, sending the liquor to the Georgia 
side by a negro, who was promptly ar- 
rested by the police when they saw him 
celiver the whisky. 

Mr. Coegbill remained in Alabama until 
informed that the Muscogee county 
grand jury had indicted him, when he 
came to Georgia and gave bond. The 
negro who delivered the whisky was 
discharged today. 


INJUNCTION WAS DISCUSSED. 


Culberson and Hale Discuss Injanc- 
tion by Judge Dagton. 


Washington, D. C., January 2!1.—The 
senate today discussed the propriety of 
authorizing one of its committee to 
investigate the circumstances connect- 
ed with the issuance of an injunction 
in the case of the Hichman Coal and 
Coke Company v.. John = Mitchell, by 
Judge Alston G. Dayton, of the United 
Siates circuit court of the northern dis- 
trict, of West Virginia. Senator Cul- 
berson asked to have a resolution for 
that purpose adopted, and Senator 
Hafe thought congress should not Pa- 
rass judges in their decisions and he 
does not favor. such a resolution un- 
less there was considerable ground for 
believing that a judge had exceeded his 
authority. 

“I do not like,” said Mr. Hale, “the 
practice of the senate in interferring 
with the courts and suggesting that in 
a certain case a certain judge has ex- 
his authority. I am old-fash- 
ioned enough not to like to see the ju- 
diciary of the country under that feel- 
ing and under that pressure, and ex- 
pectation that in passing judgement 
the senate would take the matter up 
and demand an investigation.”

He Discussed th Locker Club!

LEGAL PHASEIS MADE CLEAR 


He Says He May Keep a Number 
of Persons Out of Trouble by 
Giving His Exact Im- 
pressions of the 
Law. 


‘Brown House, Macon, Ga., January 21}. 
(Special.)—A statement coming from 
Savannah regarding Judge Speer's views 
touching locker clubs « ,Georgia has 
caused no end of intexest in Macon, and 
on his refurn home early this morn- 
ing, when he was pressed for further 
Statements, he discussed the clubs 
with much interest and at length.’ Un- 
less the situation takes some further 
turn that will let out the members of 
the social clubs contemplating the op- 
eration of the lockers, the social or- 
ganizations are sure to come into con- 
tact with the United States authori- 
tles as well as the state laws. ‘ 


May Keep People Oat of Trouble. 


Judge Speer said he had no intention} 


to talk for publication in Savannah 
las® night, but since he is quoted, he 
deems it wise to have his statements 
regarding the legal phase of the subject 
made clear and exact. “I might keep 
a number of people out of trouble,’’ he 
said, “if I should give my impressions 
of the law. I said in Savannah what 
Il say now, that impressions are sub- 
ject to change, and if I¢ind mine as lI 
give them here wrong. I, too. mat have 
other views, but, at any rate, these are 
only advisory. : 

“Tne United States law against carry- 
ing on the business of a retail liquor 
dealer is exceedingly severe. It follows: 

‘Every person who carries on the 
business of a retail liquor dealer, with- 
out having paid the special taxas re- 
quired by law, shall for every such of- 
fense be fined not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $5,000, and be imprisoned not 
less than six months nor more than 
two years.’ 

“The minimum penalty has been re- 
duced to $100, but the maximum pen- 
alty and imprisonment r@main the same, 
and this, as you see. may become 4 
penitentiary offense. There must be 
both fine and imprisonment unless there 
is suspension of sentence. While the 
courts of the United States have some 
reputation for clemency, to the hélp- 
less and’ the poor; learned and intelli- 
gent gentleman, or experienced Dbar- 
keepers, who have the skill and in- 
genuity to organize locker clubs, to 
dispense intoxicating Nquors in viola- 
tion of law, probably would not or- 
dinarily anticipate with confidence any 
suspension of sentence. In addition to 
this penalty, there is another scarcely 
less distressing. It is found in both the 
old law and the amendment, It reads: 


Compounding of Liquors, 

“‘andall @stilled spirits or wines, and 
aH apparatus fit or intended to be used 
for the distillation or rectification of 
spirits, or the conypounding of liquors, 
owned by such person, wherever found, 
shall be forfeited to the United 
States. There may be a question.as to 
whether this refers to the rectifier, but 
since the lawless retail liquor dealer is 
denounced along with the lawless recti- 
fier, the words ‘such person’ may apply 
also, and liquors’ intended to 
‘compound’ the elevating ‘highball’ .or 
the inspiring ‘cogktail'’ along with all 
the rest may possibly be subject to con- 
demnation by the stern officers of the 
law. Be ¢his as it may, the personal 
penalty of fine and imprisonment ig se- 
vere enough to make all prudent men 
hesitate, and they should be very grate- 
ful to me indeed and not angry at all 
because # point out the statute. 

“The next! question is whether a 
‘locker club’ is a retail liquor dealer? 
Liquor is dealt out there. It is paid 
for there. Facilities, such as buffets or 
lockers, have ‘been supplied, whether 
from a general fund or private indi- 
viduals, it does not matter. The liquor 
is paid for on the spot or subsequently. 
If there isa manager on hand, he must 
be * paid. A room must be provided. 
Books must be Kept, not only for the 
purchase, put forthe sales or deliveries 
or furnishings. That there will be no 
credit is inconceivable. There is in my 
judgment, therefore, no possible way to 
escape the conclusion that in such @ 
place the husiness of a retail liquor deal- 
er is carrieg on. It may not be the 
principal business, although I fear & 
will likely soon become so, but that It 
is a ‘business’ would seem indisputable. 
Indeed, in the social clubs which have 
heretofore existed, managers have always 
themselves with the ‘special 
tax receipt,’ which recites that the tax 
imposed by the government upon the 
‘business of a retail liquor’ dealer has 
beem paid. Section 3239 of the revised 
statutes provides: 

“*Every person engaged in any busi- 
ness, vocation or employment, who is

It is however, a solemn 
recognition, publicly announcing in 
writing that it is carrying on the busi- 
ness of a retail liquor dealer, and Il 
scarcely think that the magistrate, ju- 
dicial officer or jury body of the state, 
would refuse to regard that as a s0l- 
emn admission that the locker ciluD 
is violating the prohibition law of the 
state. I have the right to say that as 
a Georgian, and’*I am talking now as 
a Georgian to Georgians. What could 
be higher evidence of guilt along with 
the proof that liquor was dispensed, 
furnished, or consume@ in the _ place 
‘where that special tax is exposed. Mind 
you, it is a violation of United States 
law not to expose it in a conspicuous 
place, and the deputy collector has the 
power to enter and discover the facts. 

“Unhappily, however, for the locker 
club propagandas the conviction 
of the manager of the asso- 
clation would not exonerate’ the 
members, either regular or honor- 
ary (and I understand they have many 
honorary members of locker clubs in 
one of our most thriving cities). This is 
made clear by another ruling of the 
treasury department. ‘Special tax 
stamps are not transferable from one 
dealer to another. When a new mem- 
ber is added to a firm, paying special 
taxes. a new stamp will bs requir d.” 
Also, a new payment of $25. They, ave 
even held that when two persons,¥-ach 
holding a stamp for business carried on 
each for himself form a partnership, 
the firm,, a separate person in law from 
either of them, must pay a special tax. 
‘Stamps for separate persons cannot be 
joined together for the partnership.’ 
35 Internal Revenue Record, page 285. 
Again, ‘where new persons are taken 
into a firm, thereby dissolving the old 
firm, and creating a new partnership, 
the new firm thus created cannot un- 
der the law carry on business under the 
special tax stamp o fthe old firm. It 
must make return and pay its own spe- 
cial tax, reckoned from the first day in 
which it began business.’

Applying the Law. 


“Now, let us apply that law to the 
gentlemen of the tocker clubs.

Respected Everywhere. 


“This law of the government is fe-- 
spected everywhere, in dining or vuffet 


cars on passenger railway trains, in drug 
stores and other places, ‘and all per- 
Sons, companies or corporations are for- 
hidden to engage f{n or carry on stich 
business until the required special tax 
has been paid.’ These are not new 
questions. The treasury. department 
has held as early as 1898 that ‘where 
beer !s delivered to customers from a 
storage house. that house is held to be 
a place of sale, for which the special 
tax is required*to be paid.” A fortiori, 
would that be true with regard to 
whiskies, brandy. wines, etc., which 
would be accumulated in the_lockers. 
and dispenseg or taken therefrom. On! 
the contrary, it has been held that 
where such warehouses are merely 
places of storage. and not places where 
the customers leave their orders, or get 
there liguors, no special tax is required. 
So, therefore, if the ‘‘lqcKerite’” wishes 
to store his liquors to mellow for fu- 


turity, and does not take them out at 
all, no one will have any right to com- 
plain. 
Special Tayzes Not Licenses 
“It must be borne in mind that the 
special taxes imposed by law are not 


carrying on the business of a liquor 
dealer, and that it is a liquor dealer, 
every individual who contributes to it, 
and comes into the association, must 
pay a special tax. Let us imagine such 
a club in Macon. To be wholly imper- 
sonal, and therefore inoffensive, let us 
call it the ‘Tobesofkee Club.’ Rooms 
are secured. The barkeeper, no longer 
the smiling ‘mixologist,’ has been 
transformed into a ‘manager.’ The 
buffet, across whick csermerly the foam- 
ing ‘schooner’ would glide, or the high- 
ball would bounce, has been ripped up 
and ‘reconstructed’ into lockers. The 
mémbers fend in their contributions. 
One gentleman contributes a case of old 
‘Monongahela,’ another a demijohn,of 
sour mash whisky, anothér a case of 
‘the beer that made Milwaukee famous.” 
Their’ names are placed at the same, or 
different times upon the bead-roll of 
the organization. Each man, as I am 
at present advised, is liable to a special 
tax of $25, must have his special tax 
stamp placarded as a retail liquor deal- 
er in a conspicuous place in the estab- 
lishment, or hig name written in the 
old stamp, and if he fails to do either, 
he {s in my judgment liafMte to indict- 
ment.

IN TAG SALES 


Looks Like Large Falling Off 
in Demand for Fer- 
tilizers. 


The state department of agriculture 
has sold only $6,405 werth of fertilizer 
inspection tags since January |, as com- 


pared with sales aggregating $11,458 for 
the same period of 1907, a falling off 


of $5,053. 


As January and February are the big 


months for sales of these tags, this 
fact is considered as bearing out the 
recent statement coming from the de- 


partment that there is prospect of large 


decrease in the sale and use of fertiliz- 
€rfs as compared with last year. 

It is stated that the V"rginia-Caro- 
ina Company, which usually buys 


spection tags in something like $5,000 


and $10,000 lots, has bought only $2,- 
500 worth this year, and other con- 
cerns have cut down in proportion. 


Department officials’ admit that there 


is a possibility of a consumpion equal- 
ing that of last year, but if it does 
reach that extent, it will be necessary 
for the manufacturing companies’ to 
get it out in a hurry. This they can 
possibly do owing to the fact that the 
supply of freight cars is far more plen- 
tiful than was the case a year ago.

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CAR OF COFFEE WAS SEIZED. 


Charged That the Coffee Violated 
Pure Food Law. ‘ 


Nashville, Tenn., January 3!.—Based 
upon information furnished District At- 
torney Tillman by the agricultural de- 
partment, United States Commissioner 
Doak yesterday issued a warrant of 
seizure for a car of coffee shipped by a 
New Orleans house to a firm in this oity, 
in alleged violation of the pure food law. 
Before the warrant was executed, the 
coffee was unloaded. However, at the 
store of the firm ,eighty-four bags of 
coffee were found, which, it was stated, 
had been contained in the car. It was 
marked with stencil,’ “Polished coffee.” 
The coffee was seized, it being arranged 
with the firm to leave it where it was 
until further action by the government. | 

The seizure was the first to be made, 
in Nashville, and probably in Tennesee, 
under the provisions of the federal pure 
law. It is charged that the coffee was 
adulterated in the view of the law in 
that it is said to be colored and stained 
by use of chemicals. The chemicals used, 
it is charged, were French talcum &nd 
yellow chrome, and the effect of the 
chemicals on the grain is said to be to 
conceal defects. 

Under the provisions of the law the 
coffee will be analyzed, and if the charge 
made is substantiated, the whole ship- 
ment will be condemned.

Mr. Clayton’s Letter. 


He says: 

What congress has done and attempted to do 
on the subject of regulation of the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors may be summarized as 
follows: 

1. Several years ago congress prohibited the 
nale of liquor in the capitol bullding at 
Washington and all other government build- 
ings and reservations of the United States, 
The congressmen from ‘Alabama and Georgia 
supported this proposition. 

2. Several years ago congress abolished the 
‘army canteen,’’ and has refused since to 
restore it. The congressmen from Alabama 
and Georgia supported the proposition to 
abolish and opposed the restoration of the 
canteen. 

8. Until the last gession of congress the law 
and the rules of the interna] revenue depart- 
ment would not permit the collectors of in- 
ternal revenue to make public the names of 
those who had paid the special tax required 
of liquor dealers. 


Government Does Not License Sale 
of Liquor. 


This special tax is often miscalled a license. 
The federal government does not undertake 
}to license the business of a liquor dealer, but 
requires a special tax of every liquor dealer. 
At the last session of congress the law was 
amended so that each collector of tnternal 
revenue is required to place and keep con- 
spicuously in his office, for public inspection, 
an alphabetical list of all persons who have 
paid special taxes within his district, and 
shall state thereon the time, place and busi- 
ness for which such special taxes have been 
paid, and upon application of any prosecut- 
ing officer of any state, county or municipali- 
ty he shall furnish a certified copy thereof, 
ete. 

I appeared before the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house of representatives, that 
had jurisdiction of several bills seeking to 
prevent the issuance of such special tax, 
miscalled license, in prohibition districts. That 
committee took the position that if the tax 
Was not required tn one district or com- 
munity, say in a prohibition district or com- 
munity, there would be no violation of any 
federal law by any one who might sell in- 
toxicating liquors in such district or com- 
munity, for the plain reason that there would 
be no law requiring the payment of the 
special tax. Again, some members of the 
committee were of the opinion that to exempt 
any particular district or districts, or par- 
ticular state or states, from the operation 
of the general law requiring the payment of 
the internal revenue tax would be in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the United States, 
which requires that ‘‘all duties, imposts and 
excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’’ 

I belleve that with the publicity required 
and made available of the names of al! the 
liquor dealers who have paid the special 
internal revenue tax to the federal govern- 
ment, together with the strong and healthy 
public sentiment which obfains in our state 
in behalf of laws that make for public 
health, morals and good order, wili prevent 
the nefarious business of the ililcit dealer, and 
will render it impossible for the ‘‘blind tiger’’ 
to flourish. 


This measuré had the support of the con- 
gTessmen from Alabama and Georgia. 


Shipments Into Dry Territory. 


4. As to the support of ‘‘some measure 
that will protect our prohibition territory 
from: the imposition that is now being per- 
petrated upon it in the name of interstate 
commerce,’’ you will readily understand that 
whatever legislation congress may enact in 
this regar#i will be founded upon the commerce 
clause of the constitution, which confers upon 
congress the exclusive power to ‘regulate 
commerce with foreign nations, and among 
the several states, and with the Indian 
tribes.’’ 

Prior to 1890 many of the states had passed 
laws, some of them prohibiting the sale of 
liquors and others regulating or controlling 
the sale of intoxicating liqnors within their 


respective boundaries. It was notable that 
some years. ago Kansas and Iowa attg@mpted 
to prevent the carrying on of the alcoholic 
liquor businesg in those states by parties from 
the outside. 

The Iowa law on this subject was reviewed 
by the supreme court of the United States 
and was held to be unconstitutional because 
it was ‘‘essentially @ regulation of commerce 
among the stdtes, and not sanctioned by the 
authority, express or implied, of congress.’’ 
It was held in another case by the same 
court as a logical sequence of the decision 
in the first fase, that the right to sell and 
import intoxicating liquors from one state 
into another state in the original package 
could not be interfered with by any state law 
in the absence of fedeya! legislation remov- 
ing the restriction imposed by the commerce 
clause of constitution of the United 
States. 

This clause confers upon congress the ex- 
clusive power to regulate commerce among 
the states. This denied to the states the 
power to control or prevent the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors transported from one state 
into another while they remained in the 
original package and had not become 
‘mingled with the common mass of property 
within the state.”’ 

In the last case which I have referred to, 
that of Leisy v. Hardin (185 U. &., 100), it 
was indicated by expressions like the follow- 
Ing that the remedy for this situation could 
be found in congressional! legislation: 

‘Yet a subject matter which has been 
confided exciusively to congress by t 
constitution ig not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the police powers of the state 
unless placed there by congressional ac- 
tion’’ (p. 108); ‘“‘hence, inasmuch as in- 
terstate commerce, consisting in the 
transportation, purchase, sale and ex- 
change of commodities, is national in its 
character, and must be governed by a 
uniform system, so long as congress does 
not pass any law to regulate it, or allow 
the states su woe S “2 |

@ state, in the absence of legislation on 
the part of congress, prohibit either im- 
portation from abroad or from a sister 
state, or when imported, prohibit their sale 
by the importer?’ (p. 110); “. . . essen- 
tially a regulation of commerce among the 
states, and not sanctioned by the au- 
thority, express or implied, of congress’’ 
(p. 111), “. . . The state cannot exercise 
that power (the power to regulate inter- 
state commerce) without the asst of 
congress. . (p. 119); ‘‘the responsibility 
upon congress, so far as the regu tion 
commerce is concerned, to 
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which have not been 
mingled with the common mass of prop- 
erty therein, if, in its judgment, the end 
to be secured justifies and requires such 
action’’ (p. 183); ** in the absence 
of congressional permission to do so, the 
state had no power to interfere by seizure 
or any other action in prohibition of the 
sails by the foreign or non-resident im- 
porter)) (pp. 124-125). ‘“‘The court express- 
ly held in this case that interstate trans- 
portation did not end, and the commerce 
clause applied until the liquor was ‘ming- 
led ‘In the Tommon masg of property in the 
state,’ saying, ‘Under our decision in 
Bowman v. Chicago Railway Company, 
supra, they had the right to import beer 
into that state, and in the view which 
we have expressed they had the right to 
: sell it, by which act alone it would be- 
eome mingled with the common mass of 
property within the state.’’’ (p. 184). 


The Wilson, Law. 


Accordingly, to enable the states to enforce 
thelr own liquor or anti-liquor laws, con- 
gtess passed what is commonly called the 
Wilson law, approved August 8, 1890, which 
sought to give the state jurisdiction over all 
liquors transported into any state or territory 
and remaining therein for use, consumption, 
sale or storage therein, and to subject them 
upon arrival in such state or territory to the 
operation and effect of the laws of such 
State or territory enacted in the exercise of 
its police power, to the same extent and in 
the e Tanner as thoW#hA such liquors had 
been produced in such state or territory, and 
this law provided that such liquors shipped 
into the state or territory should not be ex- 
empt from the laws of the state or territory 
by reason of being introduced therein in the 
original package or otherwise. 

Thig law was upheld by the slupreme court 
of the United States (140 WU. 8S. 645). After- 
wards the same court held (170 U. 8. 415) 
that under the provision of this Wilson law 
liquor transported from one state into an- 
Other remained under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate commerce laws until they were de- 
livered to the consignee, and that the state 
law was inoperative to reach them until they 
were delivered to the person to whom they 
were consigned. 

The effect of this decision was to practical- 
ly nullify the act of 1890. Under the law, ag 
thus construed, liquor dealers sent out their 
soliciting agents and established agencies in 
other states, who canvassed the country and 
took orders for intoxicating lMquors to be 
shipped in by the principal and consigned to 
the subscriber—sometimes the liquors were 
sent to the subscribers direct and in other 
cases in the care of the collecting agent. By 
this means the business of dealing in liquors 
by foreign dealers was kept up in many of 
the states with impunity, and the states were 
powerless to prohibit or regulate the sale of 
intoxicating liquors by persong from outside 
of the state. 


Hepbarn-Dolliver Bill. 


To meet this situation the Hepburn-Dolliver 
bill wag introduced in the fifty-seventh con- 
gress. I reported this measure favorably from 
the house committee on the judiciary on 
January 26, 1908 (H. R. Rep. No. 3877, 57 
Cong. 24 Sess.) The purpose of this bill was 
to subject intoxicating liquors imported from 
one state into another to the laws of the state 
into which they were imported on arrival 
within the boundaries before and after de- 
livery. This bill was called up in the house 
of representatives on the 27th day of Jan- 
uary, 1903, and the explanation of it on the 
floor of the house wag accorded to me by the 
chairman of the @ommittee on the judiciary. 
(Cong. Rec Vol. 86, Ht. 2, 57 Cong., 2d Seas.) 
After a short discussion, which I opened with 
a brief speech, this bill was passed by the 
house of representatives with practically una- 
nimity. It went to the senate and there it 
never received any consideration.

Vote of Georgia and Alabama Rep- 
resentatives. 


This measure had the entire support of all 
the representatives from Alabama, who at 
that time were Mesers. Taylor, Wiley, Clay- 
ton, Bowte, Thompson, Bankhead, Burnett, 
Richardson and Underwood, and the measure 
also had the support of the representatives 
from Georgia, who at that time were Messrs. 
Adamson, Bartlett, Brantiey, Griggs, Howard, 
Lewis, Livingston, Lesté Maddox, Fleming 
and Tate. 

In the fifty-eighth congress the Hepburn- 
Dolliver bill was again favorably reported by 
me to the house from the judictary commit- 
tee. Under the hard and tyrannical rules of 
the house I was unable to get it up for con- 
sideration, as it was on the calendar and 
could not be reached, was not privileged, and 
the recognition of the speaker to call it up 
for consideration by unanimous consent could 
not be had. 

At the long session of the last congress (the 
fifty-ninth congress) I, together with the 
Other friends of such legislation, endeavored 
to get a favorable report on this bill and 
failed. I am not allowed, under the rules, to 
give the proceedings of the committee. At the 
short session of tbe last congress substantial- 
ly the same bill was reported under the 
name of what is now called the Littlefield 
bill. But the bill met with the same fate 
that it met fn the fifty-eighth congress and 
because of the same reasons. 


Brantley C, 0. D. 


5. At the last session of congress Mr. 
Brantley, from the committee on the judi- 
clary, reported favorably H. R. 16,479, known 
as the ‘‘Brantley C. O. Bill,”’ which pro- 
vides: 

‘That any railroad company, express 
company, or other common carrier, ofr 
other person who shall, in connéction with 
the transportation of spirituous, vinous, 
malt and intoxicating liquors of al) kinds 
from one state or territory into another 
State or territory, collect on, before or 
after delivery, from the consignee or 
other person, the purchase price, or any 
part thereof, of such liquors, or who shall 
in any manner act -as the agent of the 
consigner or seller of such liquors for 
the purpose of selling or completing the 
sale thereof, saving only in the actual 
transportation and delivery of the same 
shall be subject in so doing to all the 
police powers of the state or territory 
into which such liquors are transported 
and delivered, and for this purpose in all 
cases of the sale of spirituous, vinous, 
malt and intoxicating liquors of all kinds 
in interstate commerce, where the same 
ie sold ‘colla¢t on delivery,’ the place of 
delivery ghall be deemed and held the place 
of sale.’’ 

If this bill should become a law it would 
make the place of the delivery of the liquor 
the place of sale instead of, as is now held 
by some of the courts, that the sale occurs 
at the initial polnt of shipment. This bill 
went on the calendar at the short session 
(Mr. Brantley having been unable to get it 
out of the committee at the long session), and 
it was not reached on the calendar, and it 
was impossible to have it considered by 
unanimous consent. 


Believes Congress Has Right. 


wit is, perhaps, not necessary for me to give 
_Ssurance that I shal) continue to use my 
Vest efforts to secure legislation by congress 
to the end that our own state laws in the 
interest of public health and morals and en- 
acted in pursuance of the right of local seif- 
government, shall not be violated by persone 
from the outside of the state, who shelter 
themselves under the commerce clause of the 
constitution. I belleve that congress has the 
right to regulate the traffic in alcoholic 
liquorg among the states, and that this traf- 
fic can be so reguia as to permit the 
states to enforce own laws. The 
dealer, for instance, at Montgomery is not 
permitted to ship intoxicating liquors into a 
prohibition community within the state of 
Alabama. This-‘is in accorance wth the wis- 
dom and power of our state and her people. 
The dealer, say at Cincinnati, ought not to 
be allowed to carry on the business of ship- 
ping intoxicating liquors from his out- 
side of the state into a community> in Ala- 
bama where the state has forbidden the sale 
of intoxicating liquors and forbidden their 
shipmest from any other place in the state.

APPROPRIATION FOR [908 


The officers of the Old Woman’s 
Home, at !9 East Mitchell street, are 
conducting a vigorous fight for an ap- 
propriation for 1908 from the city coun- 
cil, and are hopeful that the finance 
committee will reconsider its first re- 
port eliminating this item from the ap- 
portionment sheet. 

Last year the home was given $75 a 
month. This year $100 a month was 
asked for the support of the institu- 
tion, and $5,000 to be used as a part 
of a fund to buy a new home for the 
old women of the city. 

Owing to the policy of retrenchment 
adopted by the city council, due to the 
necessity of making city income and 
outgo meet, the amount usually given 
the home was stricken. 

Mrs. S. J. Purtell, president of the 
home, has communicated with every 
member of the finance committee, to 
which the apportionment sheet was 
referred by council for further consid- 
erations, and says she feels confident 
that some change will be made and the 
home provided for. If it is found im- 
possible to give the $100 asked for, 
then she considers it imperative that 
the old allowance of $75 be continued. 

The: home management is making a 


strong effort to secure $30,000 to buy a 
new residence on Boulevard. Five 
thousand dollars has already been. 
raised. City council was asked 
for $5,000, the county commis- 
sioners for $5,000, the ladies 
guaranteed to raise $5,000, and upon 
condition these amounts are raiged 
prominent citizens have promised $10,- 
000 more.

Time in passing leaves 
many changes.and the strong and wealthy 
of today may be the weak and indigent of 
tomorrow. Would it net be well for this 
committee to take the matter home before 
presenting their report to the mayor and 
general council for adoption? How secure 
are they and their loved ones against time, 
with its cruel changes—for life at its best is 
uncertain. How would they feel to know 
that should these changes come the only 
refuge would be the poor house? How revolt- 
ing the suggestion and name to a man ofr 
woman of refinement, and sad beyond en- 
durance to an unfortunate whose earlier 
years have been spent in comfort and refine- 
ment, when forced to accept its shelter. It 
is for this class of women, aged, .dependent 
and refined, that the Home for Old Women 
give a refuge. Do the men who represent At- 
lanta’s welftre realize what they are doing 
when they propose to take this charity from 
their lists? The work that has been done in 
providing for these dear old mothers, by a 
few earnest workers, should be, and is, 
encouraged by the public, and the men who 
represent the city should do no less than the 
private citizen—give, and give freely, to this 
cause. Man's noblest thoughts and acts are 
prompted by their mother’s memory or living 
presence, so I would suggest that each gen- 
tleman on this committee take the matter 
into consideration and act as if his mother’s 
future was at stake. It is safe to sugest 
the poor house would not be considered. This 
is a critical time in the history of the home. 
A mear sum has been raised to purchase a 
permanent home, and now with the new year 
comés the withdrawal of the city’s help. 
Surely the work should be encouraged and 
not discouraged by those in power—put there 
by the same people who have at heart the 
city’s good and the welfare of the aged wome- 
en of the city.

In diagnosing tuvderculosis in 
children, the Van Pirquet and Calmette 
methods have been especially valuable.

CAPITOL GOSSIP 


That Georgia’s prohibition law is at- 
tracting attention a long way from 
home is further evidenced by the re- 
ceipt by Attorney General John C. Hart 
of a letter from Henry C. Maine of 
Rochester, N. Y., who comments upon 
Judge Hart's recent unofficial opinion 
to the effect that the prohibition lew 
did not forbid the use of fermented 
wine at the communion table, because 
such inhibition would be in violation of 
the constitutional right of freedom in 
public worship. 

Mr. Maine, who says in a separate let- 
ter that he has been a newspaper 
writer, and has investigated this sub- 
ject for years, takes the ground that 
if the prohibition law is void in so far 
as it affects communion wine, it is also 
unconstitutional in that it destroys 
property without “due process of law.” 

Attorney’ General Hart will hardly 
give serious attention to the letter 
since the general run of decisions by 
the courts has uniformly upheld the 
right of the state to regulate the liquor 
traffic, even to the extent of forbidding 
it altogether. It is merely the question 
of the ewercise of a police power, and 
the taking of property without due 
process does not enter the question at 
all. The state, in the exercise of this 
police power, simply lays down what 
the citizen shall not do with this par- 
ticular class of property. 

Mr. Maine’s letter to 
general is as follows: 

Rochester, N. Y¥., January 16, 1908.—Attor- 
ney General Hart, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I 
notice in The Atlanta Constitution that you 
have ruled in favor of communion wine, as 
not affected by prohibition, on the ground 
that stopping the use of such wine would 
Violate the bil) of rights insuring freedom 
of worship. ; 

Your ruling is, that prohibition is void so 
far as it affects communion wine. 

There is no doubt that the prohibition act of 
Georgia. is unconstitutional by prohibiting the 
use of fermented communion wine, and also 


unconstitutional through its destruction of 
property without ‘‘due process of law.’’

FAKE CERTIFICATES FOUND. 


Several Ceunterfelts of Colambas 
Certificates Taken Up. 
Columbus, Ga., January 2!.—(Special.) 
Discoveries of counterfeit Columbus 
clearing house certificates were made by 
the cashiers of several local banks to- 
dav when merchants appeared to make 
heavy deposits covering their receipts of 

Saturday and Monday. 

Yesterday being a legal holiday, no 
banks were open, and ft is presumed 
that the persons who passed the coun- 
terfeit money took advantage of this 
fact to circulate the bills, as only the 
trained eye of a banker would be apt 
to detect the fraud. The counterfeits, 
of which some fifteen have turned up 
so far, are all of the twenty-doliar de- 
nomination.

The signatures of various Co- 
lumbus bank officers were clever imi!- 
ated. The paper is not exactly the same 
shade as that used by the Atlanta firm 
which printed the certificates for the 
Columbus Clearing House Association, 
fout it was purposely soiled so as to re- 
semble an oid worn certificate. There is 
scarcely any doubt that the certificates 
were printed away from home, and it 
is belleved that the gang of shanpers 
who passed them are strangers. 

The Columbus Clearing House Asso- 
ciation at a meeting today decided to 
call in all certificates and the banks are 
cashing them as rapidly as they are pre- 
sented. Quite a sensation was caused 
in business circles by the di8covery of 
the spurious money.

Another Dull Day in New York 
Exchange 


Weak Close of Previous Day Had 
Bad Effect on Trading—Heavy 
Unloading at That Time 
Caused the Decline 
Yesterday. 


New York, January 2!.—The sudden 
weakening of the stock market in the 
last few minutes of the trading on 
Monday left its impression on the tone 
of the transactions all day today. The 
heavy unloading of stocks at that time 
was accepted as significant of the con- 
viction of those who had been buying 
stocks largely on the advance, in a 


had reached its present feasible limits. 
There were apparent, at times, efforts 
to nurse the market and arrest the 
declining tendency and to invite re- 
newed purchases from outside sources, 
with which to further that purpose, but 
the preponderance of speculative liqul- 
dation over the absorptive power of 
the market could not be concealed. _A 
factor in arresting the decline was the 
check to the violent break in American 
smelting after it had sold down to 
62 1-2, at which level a heavy demand 
sprang up from the over-extended short 
interest in the stock which lifted it 
sharply above last night’s closing price. 
The growing dullness of the market on 
the rally was a reliable index of the 
part played by the covering of short 
contracts in bringing it about. Profes- 
sional followers of the market, fond of 
pursuing established precedents. in 
their operations, were confident in their 
expectation of a considerable reaction 
in the market, based on the rule that 
following the severe depression of a 
panic, the- first material recovery in 
prices is likely to be followed by a pro- 
longed sagging tendency. The dtmon- 
stration of the limitation on new de- 
mand for stocks to be looked for as an 
effect of the growing redundancy of 
the money market, helped to confirm 
these views. Other developments were 
made food for the same opinions, after 
the manner of speculative markets, 
with a definite price tendency once 
established. 

A report was current that J. P. Mor- 
gan was to depart on a European trip 
in a few weeks and the bears drew 
auguries from this unconfirmed report 
that important operations looking to 
the further rehabilitation of stock 
prices were not to be expected after 
the event. Washington dispatches were 
considered unfavorable to an advance 
in prices, which said that the govern- 
ment’s case‘against the Harriman rail- 
road merger was to be announced soon 
and that additional executive documents 
were to be looked for at an early day, 
offering new contenttions against cor- 
porations. Of some effect was also the 
opposition on the floor of congress to 
the plan of leniency towards the coal

As there were developments which af- 
gect particularly stocks which have 
been made conspicuous instruments of 
the speculation for the considerable 
rise in prices, which has lately occurred, 
they were of the greater effect in weak- 
ening the tone of the market. The con- 
tinued fall in interest rates for loans of 
all descriptions was of no effect in 
holding prices of stocks, as the enor- 
mous reflux of funds from the coun- 
try circulation is becoming porten- 
tilously significant of the extent of the 
decline in trade activity. The United 
States Steel stocks showed relative 
power of resistance to the depression 
for the greater part of the day. 

Reports of a determination arrived at 
by the general steel trade advisory 
committee to maintain prices of steel 
products were of some effect onthe 
stocks.
